18. (original) The system of claim 14. wherein the advertisement summary includes a 
time-out allribute defining a lime to end the custom advertisement. 

19. (original) The system of claim 14. whe^^in the advertisement summary includes 
an attnbutc that determines at least one of the color, fom style, font size, transparency, texture 
advertisement size, and advertisement position of the cmtom adverti.sement. 

20. (origh^l) The system of claim 14. wherein the advextisement summary include, a 
view attribute that determines whether the custom adve^isement is displayed atUomatically 
wiUioul user intervention. ^

(currenUy amended) A system toEcaliogacu^^ 

a. a broadcast signal source configuiicd to broadcast a program ofa spccjllod 
durauon in a broadcast video signal having a data service channel that includes an 
available data bandwidtli; 

b. a receiver tuned to receive the program and including local „,cmory 
wherein the local memory contains a first set of data representing fl-an^vertising 
template; 

c. means for embedding a second set of data in the video signal and 
broadcasting the second set of data to the receiver, wherein the second set ofdata 
represents advja^isiniLco^ to the template; and 

d. means for combining the first and second sets ofdata to form a third set of 
data representing ^deo-4magethe custom advertisenjent for display on the 
receiver; 

e. wherein the third set ofdata is greater tha.a a pro<luct of the available data 
bandwidth and tlie specified duration of the program; and 

f. wherein tlie fim.second_set ofdata is less than the product of the available 
data bandwidth and the specified duration of the program.
